Take Notice 


Time Limit for Filing Claims for 
’ Vets Training. 


The District Office of the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau at Chicago, Lltinois an- 
nounces that the last day for filing 
claims for federal vocational training is 
December 16, 1922. Every disabled 
ex-service man or woman who feels 
that he or she is entitled to govern- 
ment training must make application 
for same prior to the above date. 

The Act of Congress making appro- 
priations to supply deficiencies in 
appropriations for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1921 and prior fiscal years 
and for other purposes, approved June 
16, 1921 contains the following provi- 
sions: : 

“That any person entitled under the 
provisions of the Vocational Rehabili- 
tation Act, as amended, to take voca- 
tional training must make application 
therefor within eighteen months from 
the date of the approval of this Act.” _ 

No applications for vocational train- 
ing under the Vocational Rehabilitation, 
Act can, therefore, be considered un- 
Jess such applications are submitted 
prior to December 16, 1922, 

The application for vocational train- 
ing of any disabled ‘ex-service person 
will be interpreted to mean any writ- 
ten application or communication from 
such person expressing a desire for 
vocational training. In other words a 
letter from a service man bearing his 
signature and stating that he wishes to 
make application for training will be 
sufficient to insure him a consideration 
of his claim. 

All men and women who served in 
the armed forces of the United: States 
during the World War, and who incur- 
red a disability, either through wounds 
or disease, due to service, which would 
prevent their “carrying on’’ in their 
pre-war occupations, are entitled to 
government training. ‘All applications 
and any information concerning same 
should be addréssed to the District 
Office, U. S. Veterans’ Bureau, 111 N. 
Canal Street, Chicago, Hlinois.

LEGISLATURE VOTES FAVORABLE 
ON GOVERNOR'S BILL AFTER 
SHORT Sr~7IAL SESSION. 


OPPONENTS ATTACH CHANGES 


Law Limited to March, 
Power of Administrator Reduced; 
Adjourn ta October 20. 


Lansing—Tho fuel regulating bill, 
with some minor amendments, passed 
the house late Oct. 13 and was sent 
to Governor Groesbeck who was eX- 
pected to sign it without delay, giving 
the new law immediate effect, The 
measure had been previously passed 
by the senate by a 24 to 4 affirmative 
vote, Both houses adjourned until 
Oct, 20. i 

The-only coal) stock seizable under 
the bill adopted are excess quantities 
in the hands of wholesale or retail 
dealers. In its” final form, the bill 
embodies the amendments made to jt 
in the house, the most important ‘of 
which was -the insertion of the limit- 
ing clause, fixing March 31, 1923, as 
the date for the termination of the 
pill;. the limiting of the definition of 
fuel to coal and coke and the striking 
out of the provision giving the orders 
and rules of the fuel administrators, 
the force and effect of laws when ap- 
proved by the administrative board 
and published by public proclamation 
by the governor. 

The bill passed the house after a 
spirited battle for its defeat through 
amendments that would have made it 
practically inoperative. but with little 
doubt, from the time the vote was 
taken on the first amendment, as to 
the ultimate outcome. 

‘Ralph Liddy, who battled to kill the 
bill in the state affairs committee, led 
the fight for the amendments when 
the bill came fiefore the committee of 
the whole. Amendment after amend 
ment was proposed by Representative 
Liddy only to be lost when put to 
a vote. 

In addition to the amendment: lim- 
iting the life of the bill, the only 
other important change made by the 
house was the striking out of the pill 
of the provision giving the rules and 
orders of the fuel administrator the 
force and effect of law. 

This amendment, advocates of the 
pill point out, will make litle or no 
difference in the operation of the bill, 
as the lines immediately following 
those struck out. provide that viola- 
tion of the orders and rules shall be 
a misdemeanor. 


FRANCE GOING SLOW ON NAVY 


Ship Building Program Extended Over 
20 Year Period. ° 


Paris—France’s naval program, 
which will be presented to the cham- 
ber of deputies at an early date, ac- 
cording to the Figaro, will be spread 
over a period of 20 years, and con- 
sequently is of a very general charac- 
ter. It will fix the total tonnage for 
each class of ship without specifying 
the number of vessels, which is left 
for the building programs to be ar- 
ranged every five or six years.

UP TO U.S. COURT 


OFFICIAL WASHINGTON CENTERS 
ATTENTION IN OUTCOME OF 
INJUNCTION SUITS. 


PASSENGER BUSINESS AFFECTED 


If Only U. S. Ships Are Made Liquor. 
less, Foreign Vessels Will 
Have Big Advantage. - 
Washington—aAttention of govern- 
ment officials here Sunday centered 
in the outcome of injuction proceed- 
ings instituted in New York to set 
aside the Daugherty ruling barring 
liquor from American vessels every- 
where and from foreign vessels sail- 
ing in American waters. 
Hearings on three separate injunc- 
tion proceedings have been set for 
this week. At that time Judge Learn- 
ad Hand. federal judge for the south- 
arm district of New York, will hear 
arguments from government attorneys 
as to why the temporary restraining 
orders granted by him to the Inter- 
aational Mercantile Marine, an asso- 
siation of independent American ship- 
pers, and to the White Star line, a 
British line, should not be made per- 
manent. 

Application of the Compagnie Gen- 
aral Trans-Atlantic, a French line, 
‘or a similar restraining order, also 
will be considered, 

According to the department of 
Justice here, the injunctions will be 
‘ought to the last ditch. If the writs 
ire made permanent they will be tak- 
an to the supreme court by the gov- 
3mment for a final ruling. It is prob- 
vble that if the injunctions are de 
ued the shippers also will press for 
4 supreme court ruling. 

With shipping board vessels order- 
14 completely dry, regardless of whe- 
sher other American vessels are suc- 
sessful In setting aside the applica- 
sion of the Daugherty ruling, govern- 
nent officials fear that a successful 
yutcome of the New York injunction 
vill bring the shipping board liners 
to the verge of min. 

Particular concern is felt for Am- 
srican trade in the Pacific, where the 
zsovernment has been endeavoring to 
anild up a strong business in_ its 
ships. Though technically injunctions 
ybtained_ in New York apply only in 
che southern district of New York, it 
s admitted here that the government 
san make no objection to the applica- 
sion of such restraining orders to en- 
‘orcement officers in all ports of the 
Tnited States,
